Council concluded an investiga¬ 
tion into the pros and cons of leas¬ 
ing versus buying a new backhoe 
loader by deciding to continue rent¬ 
ing backhoes as needed at an hourly 
rate The original capital budget 
showed the purchase of a new 
backhoe loader unit to be in the 
$85,000 range. Normal operating 
costs of the town-owned backhoe 
including wages in 1993 were 
$19,877.46 and$19,555.78in 1994 
A tender stand-by quote of $2,500 
per month ($30,000 per year) was 
declined in favor of the hourly rental 
rate. 

A request to waive water, sewer 
and garbage pick-up fees for the 
Didsbury Playgroup and Kinder¬ 
garten Society from June 15 to Au¬ 
gust 31, 1995 was voted down by 
council In a letter to council, coor¬ 


dinator Amy Jackson said that hav¬ 
ing no income during the summer 
months placed “an unnecessary 
added strain on our already ex¬ 
tremely tight budget” In discussing 
the matter, council noted that while 
the amount in question was esti¬ 
mated at less than $80, the town 
continued to pay garbage and sewer 
debenture costs throughout the year, 
and didn’t feel it was fair that such 
an agreement would mean that the 
balance would be shouldered by 
fellow taxpayers. 

An invitation to bid for the 1988 
Alberta Winter Games was declined 
by council after referral to Commu¬ 
nity Services Director Ken Luck 
who explained Didsbury did not

A motion passed at the May 16

Residents object to tax hikes

Last Tuesday’s regular council 
session began with gallery ques¬ 
tions from Tom Peters and Brian 
Crossland who questioned tax hikes 
on private property owners’, in the 
45 per cent range in their cases. 

“The average increase for resi¬ 
dential was eight per cent,” Chief 
Administrative Officer Doug 
Plamping said “ Some went down,

Peters was advised that any re¬ 
imbursements would be applied to 
the following year’s tax notice. 

Peters said he understood that 
the tax hike came as a result of the 
new market value assessment, not 
through a mill rate increase, but he 
objected to the final tally. His as¬ 
sessment appeared “pretty close”, 
he said, “But how does that justify a

Students of all ages can still reg¬ 
ister for summer jobs in the area this 
year despite the lack of aid from the 
federal Hire a Student program. 

The Town of Olds is offering a 
student employment program again 
this year by donating their own 
facilities andworking to raise funds 
to operate the program through 
events and through donations. 

Chris Lamb, centre area man¬ 
ager for the Student Employment 
Placement Program in Olds, said 
Olds town council saw value in 
continuing to provide an avenue for 
students and employers to find each 
other 

“ The town council felt this was 
too important a program,” Lamb 
said “So this year, 1 had some 
money in the bank to work with and 
I have gone around and introduced 
myself to businesses and various 
community organizations in the 
hopes of raising some money and 
we have also put on fundraising

The result of the effort is area

The program is open to any

Dear Editor: 

The ongoing controversy over 
recreational funding appears to be 
causing some ill feeling between 
the towns and the county It is unfor¬ 
tunate that leisure activities, which 
ought to be a source of joy and good 
fellowship, have become so costly 
as to have the opposite result 

Concerning the funding prob¬ 
lems, there are some basic princi¬ 
ples that should be considered For 
one thing, county residents were not 
consulted when the towns held votes 
on expensive facilities, therefore 
county taxpayers should not be ex¬ 
pected to pay for them. Further¬ 
more, many country people don't 
want or need to use these facilities 


and some live so far out that travel 
is too costly It could also be argued 
that townspeople, who oppose what 
they perceive as non-essential and 
too costly projects, should not have 
to pay for them either. Just think - 
should a person be forced to pay for 
someone clse's recreation, particu¬ 
larly if they're finding it difficult to 
pay for their own necessities? - 
which is happening for many peo¬ 
ple now 

Maybe if we went to user pay, for 
non-essentials at least, all the costs 
would be seriously considered be¬ 
fore heavy debt is incurred Re¬ 
sponsibility should always accom¬ 
pany privilege, but socialism tends 
to destroy the concept of personal 


responsibility until finally a day of 
reckoning inevitably arrives The 
Sundre fundraisers are to be 
commended for their commitment 
to build a pool only when they've 
got the money and to operate it 
without help from taxpayers. And if 
some facilities, wherever they are, 
cannot be afforded, we should re¬ 
member that for many years the 
country grew and prospered with¬ 
out the luxuries people have today. 

This whole country is now fac¬ 
ing a very serious debt and taxes 
crisis. The handwriting has been on 
the wall for a long time but many 
people have not seen it, nor have 
they heeded the cautions urged by 
concerned organizations such as The

Experience the world - from home

There are very few people who 
aren’t interested in travelling the 
world, seeing the sights and drink¬ 
ing in the local culture and color. 
It’s an exciting experience to learn 
about other countries on a first hand 
basis. 

But for many, the chance to travel 
and really get a great look at an¬ 
other culture is beyond our budg¬ 
ets. For those, Tilly Meuwissen has 
a great idea 

Meuwissen is a volunteer coor¬ 
dinator for ASSE, an international 
student exchange program which 
operates in several countries around 
the world For those who can't af¬ 
ford to travel first hand, she said, 
nothing opens eyes to cultural di¬ 
versity like having a student from 
another country live in your home 

Meuwissen has placed three stu¬ 
dents with Didsbury families this 
year, including one in her own 
home This was the third exchange 
student Meuwissen has opened her 
home to and it won't be the last. 

“ It is such an experience to have 
people from another culture come 
and actually live in your home," she 
said “If you are open, it is such a 
learning experience to find out that 
people don’t always do things the 
way we do in Canada and there 
may be better ways ’ ’ 

Meuwissen became the area co¬ 
ordinator for ASSE last year after 
the previous coordinator decided to 
turn her energies back into her own 
business ASSE began as an ex¬ 


change program between Swedish 
and German students in the 1930s. 
Since then, the program has ex¬ 
panded to all over the world and is 
backed by the Swedish Ministry of 
Education and the Sons of Norway 
International organization. 

Students between the ages of 15 
to 18 with high academic achieve¬ 
ment and g<xxi character are eligi¬ 
ble to take part in the program I lost 
parents must be over 18 with room 
and board and time to commit to the 
students While these are the only 
qualifications, Meuwissen said the 
host parents are also screened care¬ 
fully to ensure they are prepared to 
take on an exchange student 
Meuwissen said the exchange 
students come with their own spend¬ 
ing money Host parents are not 
expected to provide pocket cash or 
to show them all of Canada 

"We have many host parents who 
take the students with their families 
when they go on a vacation, or to 
the mountains, but they are not ex¬ 
pected to show them Quebec or 
anything like that," she said 

Students attend school while they 
are on the exchange program Gen¬ 
erally. tuition is free for the student, 
an arrangement which also works 
for Canadian students who travel to 
other countries under the program. 

We think it is also great for the 
schools,” Meuwissen said “The 
other students get the benefit of 
making friends with someone from 
another country and many times the 
exchange students have gone to the 
elementary and talked to the 
younger students about their coun¬ 


try, so all the schools benefit.” 

“I always admire the students 
when they go through the school¬ 
ing,’ ’ she added ' ‘ When they come, 
their English is fairly good but it is 
only enough to get by on because, 
especially the European students, 
only learn British English. But at 
the end of the school year, their 
English is so good, they sound just 


like Canadians.” 

Meuwissen said the program also 
allows local students the chance to 
travel to other counties in the same 
way the students have come to Dids¬ 
bury. They stay with host parents 
and get free schooling, but must 
pay for their own travel expenses 
and spending money 

“Many people say it is too ex¬ 


pensive," shesaid “ButI say,ifyou 
really want to do this, it is no differ¬ 
ent than saving for a car ”

School's out It's summer holidays and if you are 
less than 12-years-old the lazy, warm, free and 
happy days of summer seem to stretch on endlessly 
before you Over 12 you may be looking for some 
kind of gainful employment, baby-sitting or yard 
work Over 18, you are worrying about a job and 
university and a car and your looming future If you 
are an adult with children, you have your own 
worries aboutjobs and bills and security and shrink¬ 
ing job markets plus what to do with the kids all 
summer and, if you are my age, you are shaking your 
head and saying, "how did it get to be July when w e 
just had Christmas 9 " 

One of the magazines we subscribe to has a 
regular feature on interesting things kids can do 
Start a pineapple or grapefruit or avocado plant Do 
the great bean experiment That's where you plant 
several pots with beans, leave one in the basement, 
one in a sunny w indow, fertilize one, water one and 
not another, etc , etc It would never have worked 
with our kids We would have felt so badly for the 
neglected plants that we would have rescued, fed 
and watered them and they would all have grown 
into monsters that climbed the curtains and smoth¬ 


ered the television As I write this, there is a seven 
foot Dieffenbachia out there that is in danger of 
taking out the stereo system 

In one of the recent magazines, there is a nice little 
experiment that is designed to fill a quiet summer 
afternoon and teach kids how' seals stay warm in the 
frigid waters of the Arctic Ocean The method 
involves filling a plastic bag with three pounds of 
lard then plunging the kids hand into the lard so that 
her hand is surrounded by a good thick layer of 
"blubber" and tying the plastic bag shut at about 
elbow level They call this rather cutely a "blubber 
glove " The childs unprotected hand and the blubber 
gloved hand are then both immersed in a pan full of 
ice filled water and much to everyone's surprise, one 
hand stays warmer than the other Guess which 
hand? 

My kids would havejust had to take my word for 
it I'm afraid I can't imagine dipping a child's hand in 
and out of three pounds of lard There would be 
grease everywhere Even if one conducted the ex¬ 
periment in the bam you would still have to clean up 
the kids afterward and what would you do with the 
lard 9 If there were several children involved in this 
exercise a lot of lard would have to be w ashed down 
the drain Probably enough to seriously damage 
your plumbing system 

Our children had swimming lessons every sum¬ 
mer but that was about their only organized activity’ 
They didn't go to computer or basketball or horse 
camp because we lived in the country and fresh air 
and trees were not exactly a novelty Besides that. 


they were tired of school and didn't want more 
organized instruction We did the local parades and 
picnics, the Calgary Stampede, the circus and mov¬ 
ies and maybe a few days with Grandpa and Grandma 
but mostly they played with their dogs and kittens, 
read, made things, rode bikes and. as soon as they 
were big enough, they helped with the everlasting 
work that keeps a farm functioning 

My childhood summers w ere filled with horses If 
we weren't riding them w e w ere feeding and w ater¬ 
ing or try ing to catch them In my memory all our 
adventures began with a horse We rode to the river 
to swim, to the neighbors for company, to entertain 
our visiting cousins, to the gravel pit where we 
puddled in the pools of water, down country roads to 
pick wildflowers for Mom, to the canyon where we 
crossed rushing water on fallen trees and scared 
ourselves witless, to birthday parties and the berry 
farm and to take lunch to Dad I even read and w rote 
on horseback Everything in those endless child¬ 
hood summers, began w ith a horse 

Whatever you and your kids plan for this summer, 
try' to leave them some unorganized time to just stare 
at the sky and w atch bumblebees and puddle in water 
and dream All too soon they will be too busy to 
imagine shapes in the clouds and too stressed to 
dawdle their bikes down a quiet road A kid only gets 
about five real summer holidays Don’t keep him so 
busy that he has no time to enjoy them

Main street coordinator excited by possibilities

Didsbury’s new Main Street pro¬ 
gram coordinator has taken a tour 
of the facilities and is excited by 
what he has seen. 

“I’ve been around the town, in¬ 
troducing myself to the business 
people and 1 see a lot of possibility 
here, ’ ’ David Mohr said. ‘ ‘From what 
1 can see, the buildings are in great 
shape, all they need is to have the 
veneers removed. ’ ’ 

The Mam Street program’s ini¬ 
tiation in Didsbury is the culmina¬ 
tion of several years of work by 
Didsbury business people, the Busi¬ 
ness Revitalization Zone Board and 
Didsbury’s former Economic De¬ 
velopment Officer, Gary Trippel 
This year, the town was approved 
for more than $50,000 in funding 
from the Alberta Resources Foun¬ 
dation, an amount which can be 
used to restore the downtown area, 
and surrounding area, to its former 
glory 

David Mohr, who was previ¬ 
ously the Mam Street coordinator 
in Wetaskiwin, said the money will 
be used to fund design advise from 
architectural consultants, construc¬ 
tion supervision and labor costs for 
work done on the buildings. 

“Already we are in good shape 
to start because of the University of 
Calgary study the BRZ undertook,” 

Mohr said “That is a really good 
starting point. ’ ’ 

The revitalization study, com¬ 
pleted last year under the direction 
of the BRZ, outlined a plan for 
sprucing up the downtown core 
using a historical context. 


Mohr said the first stage of the 
Mam Street program will be to set 
up a supervisory board to oversee 
the program. 

“We are looking at six to nine 
people to sit on the board,” Mohr 
said. “And they don’t have to be 
downtown business owners We 


board. 

Once the board is established, 
Mohr said projects can begin He 
said there are four steps involved in 
the program: the design part which 
focuses on physical improvement 
of the area, organization, which 
pulls together all the interested par-

Cattle and Water - Friends or Foes

In this time of heightened envi¬ 
ronmental awareness, agricultural 
producers have a whole new set of 
challenges added to their usual fight 
with weather and poor prices. Pro¬ 
ducers must balance the strong de¬ 
mands imposed by economic forces 
with an increasing load of social 
and environmental requirements 
coming from outside the industry 
Nowhere are these harsh new con¬ 
ditions more obvious than in the 
cattle industry The image of cattle 
grazing peacefully on rolling 
grasslands and wading into mean¬ 
dering streams to drink water is no 
longer viewed as simply a pleasant 
pasture scene Even traditional win¬ 
tering areas in sheltered valleys 
along creeks or rivers are being 
watched carefully. 

All over North America, gov¬ 
ernment agencies and interest 


groups are looking at the impact of 
agriculture on the environment, es¬ 
pecially on the quality of surface 
water and groundwater. Clearly, 
agricultural operations can have a 
negative impact on water quality. 
At the same time, changes to global 
trading agreements and gram trans¬ 
portation costs make the future look 
bright for continued growth in the 
livestock and poultry sectors of our 
agriculture industry Many people 
in Alberta recognize that this growth 
will be possible only if good re¬ 
source management and environ¬ 
mental protection practices arc fol¬ 
lowed As a result, representatives 
from across the industry are work¬ 
ing jointly on a number of initia¬ 
tives to address problems being 
caused by some cattle wintering sites 
and unrestricted access to surface 
water supplies and the riparian ar¬ 
eas along stream banks 

The interest and programs being 


directed at cattle operations may 
suggest that these animals are an 
enemy of water quality, but there is 
another perspective on this issue 
Farmers and ranchers see water sup¬ 
plies as an important ally in cattle 
production The impact of cattle on 
water quality is a societal concern 
and producers share this concern In 
their business, however, they must 
be equally aware of the impact of 
water supplies on cattle production 
Problems with water supplies can 
hurt the performance of cattle drink¬ 
ing this water even if it has no 
impact on the animals or environ¬ 
ment surrounding the farm. For ef¬ 
ficient performance, cattle must 
have easy access to a water supply 
having both sulficient quantity and 
satisfactory quality Past experience 
and some preliminary scientific 
studies have shown that many sur¬ 
face water supplies do not meet 
these requirements 


Recognizing problems is an im¬ 
portant step, but finding appropri¬ 
ate solutions to these problems can 
be difiicult. Certainly, the develop¬ 
ment of gixxl access ramps for sur¬ 
face water supplies is logical. Con¬ 
trolling access to riparian areas also 
makes sense, although total exclu¬ 
sion of cattle from these areas is 
likely it is not practical or desirable 
Improved access systems generally 
have a positive economic impact on 
an operation, but there are two key 
questions that go beyond concern 
over access Does the water quality 
in typical surface water supplies 
reduce cattle performance and, if 
so, can the quality problems be 
solved by keeping cattle out of the 
water? 

If the answer to both of the pre¬ 
ceding questions is yes, producers 
will need to use pasture watering 
systems that are much more expen¬ 
sive than fences and access ramps 


Therefore, the decision to imple¬ 
ment these solutions must be con¬ 
sidered carefully. Further investi¬ 
gation of surface water impact is 
needed. Producers must know if 
possible performance differences 
are caused by poor access to water, 
contaminants in the water or simply 
cattle behavior Over the next year 
or two, a scries of studies across the 
province will try to find this infor¬ 
mation 

The agriculture industry of Al¬ 
berta is seeking sustained growth 
and development, while ensuring 
responsible management of our soil 
and water resources Many cattle 
producers arc leading the way in 
meeting this challenge With in¬ 
creased knowledge and improved 
management, there is no reason why 
cattle and water can't be friends 
working together for the gixxl of all 
the people in this province

you need to calculate farm machin¬ 
ery costs and set custom farming 
rates. 

"This guide replaces two previ¬ 
ous publications by combining their 
information into one package It 
will also save you a dollar as the 
new guide is $5 and the Custom 
Rates Survey Summary and Farm 
Machinery Cost Guide both were 
$3," said the guide's editor, Gerard 
Vaillancourt of Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture's publishing branch 

Alberta Agriculture has provided 
an annual survey of custom rates, 
rental rates and farm machinery costs 
since 1975. Both former publica¬ 
tions were popular 


However, author Lome Erickson 
of the farm business management 
branch in Olds, said merging the 
two provides farm operators with a 
better picture of how to calculate 
custom rates along with informa¬ 
tion about custom rates in their area 
Part one of the up-dated and 
easier to use guide summarizes cus¬ 
tom work and rental rates during 
1994. Part two provides informa¬ 
tion about the cost of owning and 
operating farm machinery. Both 
sections have introductions that 
explain how to use the information. 

The final section shows how to 
calculate farm machinery costs and 
provides example worksheets and 
space to do calculations. "The cost 
calculations are intended for use as 
approximates," said Erickson. 

"If a farmer or potential custom 


operator needs more help with us¬ 
ing the guide's material, they should 
contact their local Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture district office or farm manage¬ 
ment specialists," said Erickson. 

Farm Operations Cost Guide is 
available for $5 plus GST at all 
Alberta Agriculture district offices.

Have you ever heard of bargaining in good faith? Whenever real estate 
is sold, it is said that the buyer and seller bargain in good faith until they 
reach an acceptable price and terms. 

Over time, a practice evolved of asking the buyer to put up a sum of 
money to show the bargaining was "in earnest" (hence the term "earnest 
money") or "good faith" money. 

Today, the term "earnest money deposit" is a common phrase list'd to 
denote the money tendered by the buyer. The more money offered in "good 
faith", the more serious the buyer is thought to be. 

Although there is no set amount of money required by law to bind an 
agreement, a seller will generally give stronger consideration to an offer 
accompanied by a reasonably large sum of money as opposed to one 
backed by little or no cash. 

Since most real estate contracts call forthe forfeiture of that deposit if the 
buyer fails to complete the purchase, it is generally believed that a sincere 
buyer will not mind giving a substantial deposit, while an unsure buyer will 
hesitate to risk a penny.

I would suggest that neither 
method comes close to the Chris¬ 
tian ideal of people being so con¬ 
cerned for their neighbors that an 
overflowing of Christian love en¬ 
sures each problem is solved through 
the generosity of those able and 
willing to share When this method 
works, then individuals still have 
the freedom to own Bentleys while 
ensuring that everyone is fed 

Unfortunately it seems the spirit 
of generosity needs encouragement 
sometimes. If people throughout the 
world really cared and really re¬ 
sponded, then surely we would soon 


solve the problem of 2,500 people 
dying in the next six hours
